The body of Clifford Hicks, mur- 
dered lawyer, was exhumed today 
from its grave in Valhalla Ceme- 
tery and its identification positive- 
ly confirmed by dentists who had 
charts of Hicks’ teeth, and by ac- 
quaintances, including Circuit Ate 
torney Sidener. It will be reburied 
before night. an 


Thirteen days have elapsed since 
the murder, yet city and county po- 
lice are no nearer a solution of the 
case than on the first day. Al- 
though Glenn Hicks, brother of the 
slain man, and William Davis, ex- * 
convict and business associate of 
Clifford Hicks, are held under $20,- 
000 bonds as accessories to the 
crime, the principal or principals 
remain unknown to the authorities 
and no prosecution of the alleged 
accessories would be possible un- 
less the actual murderers were ap- 
prehended. 


The examination of the body was 
made at Coroner Bopp’s mortuary 
at Kirkwiid. 

Dentist Identifies Work. 

Dr. R. S. Norris, a dentist in the 
Century Building, who had treated 
Hicks July 10, 1924, and again 
Nov. 26, 1926, compared the teeth 
of the body with his charts. His 
first mark of identification was a 
three-quarter gold crown on the 
right upper bicentric tooth bridg- 
ing over and attaching a porcelain 
cuspid. This work, appearing on 
the chart and in the body, Dr. Nor- 
ris identified ag his own. 

Taking a second chart, with the 
work done in November, 1926, Dr. 
Norris found it coincided with the 
condition of the teeth on the upper 
left side of the jaw in the y. 
Dr. Norris had put porcelain fill- 
ings in a cuspid, bicuspid and two 
molars, all in a row. He found 
these fillings in the teeth of the 
body. 

Dr. Leo Shea of 1237 North Tay- 
lor avenve, wh6é had treated Hicks’ 
teeth in 1923, identified several 
teeth which he had then. reported 
as abscessed and which later were 
treated by Dr. Norris. \ 

Identified by Family Physician, 

Dr. 8S, A. Benson of 4702 Easton 
avenue, the Hicks family physician, 
‘after examining the body, sald he 
had known Hicks “like a book” 
and that he had no doubt of the 
identification. Circuit. Attorney 
Sidener, who knew Hicks well, 
said: “That is Hicks, all right.” 
Another friend, James J. Milligan, 
law associate of Hicks, in the of- 
fices of former Gov. Elliott W. Ma. 
jor, also affirmed the identifica- 
tion.
